Community civics, according to tae 


bulletin, should be taught in the ele- 
mentary grades of the public schools 
and should he continued in a more 
comprehensive course in the first year 
of the high school. "Many pupils do 
not enter high school at all, and those 
who do should already- 'have begun to 
acquire habits of civic thought and 
action. The greater maturity of the 
high school pupil makes possible the 
development of phases of the subject 
that arc impracticable in the element- 
ary school." 


"Many courses in civics fail," the 


authors think, "because they fix at- 
tention upon the machinery of gov- 
ernment rather than upon the ele- 
ments of community welfare 
for 


which which government exists. They 
familiarize the pupil with the manipu- 
lation of the social machinery without 
showing him the importance of the 
social ends for which this machinery 
exists. A lesson in community civics 
is not complete unless it leaves with 
the pupil a sense of his responsibility, 
and results in right action. To at- 
tain these ends is perhaps the most 
difficult and delicate task of the 
teacher." 


"Much civic instruction," declares 


the bulletin, " has been ineffective bo- 
cause it has left the pupil to work out 
for himself the application of general 
principles. The translation of prin- 
ciples into conduct is more difficult 
than the comprehension of the prin- 
ciples themselves. 
While we urge 


that the citizen should engage in 
these activities as for as opportunity 
offers, it is necessary to cultivate a 
motive sufficiently strong to lead him 
actually to do so. This motive is to 
be found in the common interest, 
which includes his interest, at least 
until such time as an ideal altruism 
may lead to the placing of the inter- 
est of others and of the community 
wbove the interest of self."

Kingsley, of the Massachusetts board 
of education. 


"The significance of the term 'con* 


munity civics' does not lie in its geo-

Community civics, according to tae 


bulletin, should be taught in the ele- 
mentary grades of the public schools 
and should he continued in a more 
comprehensive course in the first year 
of the high school. "Many pupils do 
not enter high school at all, and those 
who do should already- 'have begun to 
acquire habits of civic thought and 
action. The greater maturity of the 
high school pupil makes possible the 
development of phases of the subject 
that arc impracticable in the element- 
ary school." 


"Many courses in civics fail," the 


authors think, "because they fix at- 
tention upon the machinery of gov- 
ernment rather than upon the ele- 
ments of community welfare 
for 


which which government exists. They 
familiarize the pupil with the manipu- 
lation of the social machinery without 
showing him the importance of the 
social ends for which this machinery 
exists. A lesson in community civics 
is not complete unless it leaves with 
the pupil a sense of his responsibility, 
and results in right action. To at- 
tain these ends is perhaps the most 
difficult and delicate task of the 
teacher." 


"Much civic instruction," declares 


the bulletin, " has been ineffective bo- 
cause it has left the pupil to work out 
for himself the application of general 
principles. The translation of prin- 
ciples into conduct is more difficult 
than the comprehension of the prin- 
ciples themselves. 
While we urge 


that the citizen should engage in 
these activities as for as opportunity 
offers, it is necessary to cultivate a 
motive sufficiently strong to lead him 
actually to do so. This motive is to 
be found in the common interest, 
which includes his interest, at least 
until such time as an ideal altruism 
may lead to the placing of the inter- 
est of others and of the community 
wbove the interest of self."
